Orders from the President of the United States 
to the marshal of this district, reached town yes- 
terday, to have all the crew of the. Venezuelian 
brig of war Gen. San Martin, arrested and com-

these orders into execution, We have not yet 
learned what has caused this step. 
Lonxpon, Aug. 13. 
There was a report in town yesterday, that ad- 
vices had been received of an attempt to assassinate 
young Napoleon. Several ruffians broke into his 
chamber and aimed a poignard at his breast, but 
which only wounded him in the arm. Three of the 
villains were secured; the rest made their escape. 
The formal announcement of the evacuation of 
the French territory is reserved for the fiat of the 
Sovereigns at the approaching Congress at Aix-la- 
Chapelle. The measure is, however, already 
agreed upon, and October has been for some time 
designated as the period when it is to take effect. 
In the first week of that month, it is understood 
the allied troops will concentrate and move off to- 
gether. Count Woronzow comes over to England 
the moment that his contingent marches home. 
The Emperor Alexander is to be at Manoenge by 
by the latter part of next month, and the Russian 
corps will reach the Polish frontier about the Ist 
of January.
